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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Preliminary Amendment filed 7 July 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 1 -1 0 are 
pending in the application. 



Oath/Declaration 

2. The Office is hereby sua sponte waiving the express language requirement or 37 
CFR 1 .63(b)(3), where the oath or declaration was filed prior to 01 June 2008. The 
express language of 37 CFR 1 .63(b)(3) is waived only to the extent necessary such that 
an oath or declaration containing the "material to examination" or "in accordance with § 
1 .56(a)" language, or both, will be accepted as acknowledging the applicant's duty to 
disclose information "material to patentability" as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56. Applicants 
are advised that, notwithstanding the preceding waiver, an applicant who has not 
disclosed information that is material to patentability as defined in 37 CFR 1 .56, 
because it was believed that the information was not "material to the examination," 
should disclose such information in order to discharge the applicant's duty of disclosure 
as required by 37 CFR 1 .56, and should file a supplemental oath or declaration 
acknowledging that duty of disclosure. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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3. Claims 4-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the grip portion" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. As claim 4 appears to refer to features 
of multiple claims, no reasonable assumption can be made for its dependency. 

Claim 5 recites the limitation "the portion" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Claim 5 is presumed to depend from 
claim 3. 

Claims 6-7 are dependent upon claim 5 and are rejected for the above reasons. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takeo (US 6,199,695). 

1 : Takeo discloses a packaging characterized in that the packaging includes a 
base member 2 and a slider 1 , slidable relative to the base and having a first position 
(fig. 2) and a second position (fig. 1). Although disclosed for use in retaining an 
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interdental cleaner, the device is capable of retaining an ICSI pipette; such a limitation 
being considered an intended use. 

2: Takeo discloses grip portion 9. 

3: Base member 2 is made of top and bottom portions (fig. 5), with the top 
portion being arranged to extend over a part of the retained item. 
8: Takeo discloses a clip 4/5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bouveret (US 5,417,926) in view of Takeo (US 6,199,695). 

Bouveret discloses a base member 1 supporting an ICSI pipette 2 (see col. 1:25- 
30) within a clip 9-12; the pipette having a thick end (body portion of 2) and a thin end 3. 
Bouveret does not disclose a slider. 

However Takeo teaches the provision of a slider 1 within a base member 2 for 
the purpose of maintaining cleanliness while enabling easy access (e.g. col. 1 :21 to col. 
2:2), and for said purpose, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
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to provide the assembly of Bouveret with a body-slider arrangement as taught by 
Takeo. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 5-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

7. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111 (b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
